Historical Background 

4 J^ubsidizetf child care in California began in the Depression years when 
th^TBderal Works Project Administration Nursery School Program provided 
food for children, and jobs for unemployed teachers. The beginning of the 
programs as they exist 'today, however, started in 1943 with the passage of 
the ♦Lanhara , Adt. This Act established a federally funded child care program 
for mothers working in defense industries. In implementing the- tanham. Act * 
in California, *fche Legislature initiated a new. approach to child carfe by 
placing the administration of a statewide child care program-under the 
State Department of Education. Although not specifically called^ for in the 
-bill, providing developmental experiences was an, underlying principle of. the 
pfogranj. After the war a child care center prqgram/was continued under 
state funding. *\ / 



. ;Ln* Congress passed social services* amendments (Title IV-AJ to 

provide supplemental aid tor families, wit h dependent children CAFDC) for 
families that needed child care. amendments made it possible for 

local governments to get three doflars In federal matching funds for every 
local dollar spent^on child- care. In California these programs ,were admin- 
istered by the State Departmental" Social Welfare and operated by county 
welfare departments. Their specific purpuse.was to provide child care for 
mothers with J.ow incomes wno were engaged in work or training activities. In 

• Lv/2. these programs were subsequently assigned to th^-Department .of Educa- 
tion for integration^ under the Comprehensive Child. Development Act. 

• - * 

In 196:) the federal government ,extended sponsorship of child services 
programs to those with emphasis, on child development. Title I of the Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Education Act made money available to the states to finance 
compensatory education. " In California a statewide compensatory education 

• preschool program was established with the passage of Assembly Bill U31 in 
1965.V This .program, called the State Preschool Program, wak very similar to 
the federal Heatfstart Prpgram. In ^965 the Legislature also officially 
changed the legislative' intent -for child care services irrom _ the "provision 
of child care" to . the "provision of supervision and instruction" ^nd charged 
"child- carel centers" to "children's center^ 1 Thus, the concept of "child 
development" was f irmly.iestablished. . 

.The California Legislature passed the Child Development Act (Assembly 
Bill 99) in V)U. This Act cgnsolidated under the auspices of the Superin- 
b tendenfof Public Instruction all state-administered child development* pro-, 
grams, iucluding those formerly administered by the Statre Department of 
Social Welfare. Passage of the Child Development Act completed the develop- 
ment of the concept that had its origin. in World War II— a recognition of the 
need for. child care Q programs that-weVe more than custodial in nature, with 
designation of the Sta'te Department of Education -as the logical administrative 

• agency* for these* programs. 

J Categories of ' Child' Care .and Development Programs, 

Service^ 6f fared through the Off ice. of Child Development; are focused on 
children under fivre years of age. However , >l exfcejided-day child care services 
are also* provided. The categories of the~prograra administered by the Office 
of Child Development are general cfuld a&rg and development programs, special 
programs, and the.

cente'rs, family day care homes, and combinations of both. All * 
these programs offer similar services that include, but are notr 
* limited to, basic supervision, educational, experiences , health 

services, parent education, staff development, nutrition, and 
limited social services. Although some care is provided for in- 
fants, most; programs serve preschool-age .and school-age children. 

1 *.-Xb©86. programs, -are.aperated by, a variety of private, nonprofit^ ' 

agencies and public agencies, such as community-based organizations, 
offices of county superintendents of schools, school districts, 
county welfare departments, and cities. Some of these programs 
are funded in part by federal, funds . j 

2. Migrant child development programs . -Migrant child development ^ 
pr ograms_.se rve children and infants wfiile £heir parents are 
employed in fishing, agriculture, or agriculturally- related work. 
The centers are open for varying lengths of time during the year 
depending upon harvest activities in the area, 

3 * Campus child development programs . Campus child development pro- 
grams are intended primarily i 0 .care for the children of students' 
op two-year and four-year allege or - university campuses. In 
addition,, they frequently serve as training sit£s for students 
enrolled in *chfld development progr&ms^at the college or university. 
These programs are much like the general child development programs, 
described previously. 

School-age parenting and infant development programs / A number df 
school districts are funded to establish- programs for the children 
of secondary school-age parents* Located on or "near the high school 
campuses, these* programs provide child development services for. the 
infants and parent education and career development opportunities 
for their school- age parents while the fferents finish their high , 
school program. ^ 

5 * Alternative payment programs . Alternative payment programs offer 
^ an alternative to child care modalities that cdncentr£te oh center-" 
based care* The purpose of these programs is to offer arT&rray of 
day care arrangement's that may include in-hoijie ^care, family day care 
homes, and child development centers. Payment to' the licensed care 
provider selected by the family is made b^the alternative payment 
agency as a vendor payment to the provider*

' Resource and referral programs * Resource and referral programs 
provide information about available child care ,to parents and 
coordinate community resources for parents and child «care providers* 
. Resource and referral programs do not provide child care subsidies*. 

Special programs * In addition to the programs- -just described, V number* 
of other programs have been designed to meet special needs* They include > 
the Indochinese reiugee child 'Care programs, intergenerational child- ; 
care, the, preschool incentive grant, ^special programs for handicapped 
children, and tfre State Preschool Career Incentive,~Prograra (SPCIP) :

- with children in a child care, program for^their 'mutual benefit.

and ensuse'the effectiveness of efforts to educate handicapped 
children. 
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b. Public Law 94-142 funds are provided to the Stite Department 
*of Education, Office of Special Education, under a grant * 
award system in response to and approval of an application 
submitted to the federal government. A pdrtion of the State 
Preschool Incentive Grant Program funds is subsequently' assigned 
to the Office of Chijd Development for allocation to nonpublic 
t m <y school programs that are previding subsidized child develop- 
ment programs* As a, compliance check, the Office of Child 
Development must determine that preschool incentive grant funds 
are used only as, a supplement to other*¥unding sources.

4. - Special programs for handicapped children 

a. These programs were originally funded by ^Itle IV-A funds 
administered by county welfare departments. The advent of the 
Child Development Act of 1972 transferred all programs formerly

b, For three years the funds were administered by the Office of 
Special Education, The Office of Child Development is cur- 
rently conducting an .intensive' fiscal and programmatic review 
of these programs to determine total funding and expenditures, 
handicapping conditions of enrollees, ages ,served; programs 
provided, fees charged, staff qualifications, and other perti- 
nent information. Staff members in the Office of Special Edu- 
cation are assisting in this survey, , which will ipclude recom- 

* . mendations for future administration/ ' v 

5. ^ State Preschool Career* Incentive ^Program • 

a. The Statfe Preschool Career Incentive Program is unique in that 
it serv^3 college students who are employed as aides or teachers 
(°r both) in the State Preschool Program, It provides funds for 
persons who want or need college credits for permits, or creden- 
tials for t :hild development programs* - • 

b. Reimbursement from the State Department of Education is made for 
the exact amount of tuition charged for units completed by each 
student as well as the cost of books. For participants enrolled 
in a four-year college, a maximum of $350 per fiscal x year Is* 
paid; for participants in a community college, a maximum of $90 
per fiscal year is 'paid. 

State Preschool Program . m The State Preschool Program is a part-day edu- 
cational program for prekindergarten children aged three years to four 
years, nine months, from low-income families. The program emphasizes 
parent education and parent involvement^ and includes health, nutrition, 
social services, and staff development components in addition to basic 
preschool educational activities. The State Preschpol Program is State- 
funded and is administered by the Department of Education in one, of two

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ways. Either the Office of Child Development contracts with private 
^ agencies and* offices of county superintendents of schools to provide 
programs or the Consolidated Application Program Division administers 
programs operated by school districts. ^ * 



Funding of Child- Care and Development Programs 

A combination of federal, state, and locally generated funda currently 
f support child care and development programs. The federal funds available for 
child development services comfc, through an interagency agreement with the State 
Department of Social Services, ' the state's Title XX agency. 4 Applicable regu- 
lations for each program txg'e are determined/ by funding source. Financial 
support for child care an^Sgyelopment programs administflnwd by the State 
Department of Education forlfecal year 1980-81 amounted to $212.7 million 
from a mix of state and federal funding/ Funding information is summarized 
in Table 1. - 



Assembly Bill 1288/77 required the State Department c^f Education to devel- 
op a new child care reimbursement system. Tfte Average ^Daily Enrollment (a.d.e.) 
Child Care Reimbursement System was implemented in fiscal year 1978-79. Reim- 
bursement under the a.d.e. system is based on the maintenance of a. minimum 
a.d.e. level for each agencv,

The costs of child care and development programs vary according to the* 
different needs of the families served and the economic conditions prevailing 
in the community. The state reimburses each agency for services provided at 
actual cost or at the statutorily set maximum reimbursement rate, whichever 
is less. Personnel costs~ which tend to vary from community to community and 
from agency to agency, account for the largest single cost component in child 
Gare and development programs. Agencies are awarded contracts to provide* 
spertfied child care and development services after a competitive 'application 
process has been conducted. This process is briefly described in the following 
section. ' , .

This section also receives and 
processes the monthly and quarterly fiscal reimbursement claims submitted by f 
all agencies and apportions to them the monies earned. All the .fiscal processes 
and functions, including the monitoring of state operations monies and the 
allocation of local assistance funds, are conducted by staff members in this, * 
section. Finally, the Department of Social 'Services , Facility Licensing Divi- 
sion-, delegates^ to the Office of Child Development , by means of an interagency 4 
agreefaent, the responsibility for yxensing aJ i child. care facilities where 
appropriate- Staff members from this section conflict licensing reviews through- # 

out the state and issue licences, *

The, Planning and Development' 'Section is responsible for the Formulation 
of regulations, guidelines, and interagency agreements as well as the devel- \ 
opraent of the Department of Education State Plan for cHild Development Pro- 
grams in California. This section-provides staff support for office manage- 
ment, for the field service teams , and for the Compliance Section, The Plan- 
ning and Development Section staff members also develop the necessary frame- 
works within which all legislative and regulatory efforts arc directed.
